The  shooting  oc¬ 
curred  in  the  prewenoe  ot  ftboat  200  convicts, 
who  nad  burn  formed  into  line  preparatory,  to 
being  not  re  hod  to  diuner.  During  the  tew 
minutes  prior  to  the  firing  oi  the  tatal  shot,  tbe 
convicts  broke  ranks  and  crowded  arc  and 
Keepers  Biglin  and  Good  and  the  defiant  pris¬ 
oner.  Tbe  man  were  growing  very  turbulent 
and  disorderly  until  Keeper  Good  fired  upon 
Ikirrett,  when  they  tell  back  lor  a  moment. 
Aa  they  rushed  lor  ward  again  several  keepers 
draw  their  rcvolvem  and  marched  the  prisoners 
Irom  the  place.

Houses  were  picked  up  from 
their  foundations  and  carried  off  as  if  they 
were  chips.  The  people  living  in  the  houses 
were  taken  by  surprise,  and  the  scene  was  a 
loarlully  piteous  one.  Women  were  weeping 
aial  screaming  for  aid,  and  children,  with  their 
bodies  protecting  tram  the  windows,  filled  tho 
air  with  cries  of  alarm  and  prayers  lor  assist¬ 
ance.  Boats,  rnfie  and  a  few  horsea  wete 
hastily  procured  by  the  residents  of  the  higher 
imrtioua  ot  the  town,  and  one  by  one  the  hel|>- 
people  were  reftcued  from  their  peril. 
Owing  to  the  cheap  character  of  the  houses 
and  buildings  the  loss  in  Earns  City  is  not  over 
#15,000  or  jfJO.OOO.  From  Korns  City  the 
water  rushed  through  the  valley,  laying  waste 
tarma,  carrying  off  the  grain  which  mis  stand¬ 
ing  in  the  fields,  and  tearing  away  such  out¬ 
buildings  as  were  along  the  bank.  On  reach¬ 
ing  Petrolat  tbe  wave  went  through  the  center 
of  the  town,  aad  over  fifty  business  and  dwell¬ 
ing  houses  were  swept  awity.  The  Parker  and 
horns  City  and  Butler  railroads  suffered  a  loss 
ol  $10,000,  all  their  tiwatlee  being  damaged 
and  the  tracks  washed  away  lor  miles.  The 
scene  presented  during  the  rush  of  the  waters 
was  a  terrible  one.
